The August 26 Marion Town Party at Silvershell 
Beach was a huge success by all available accounts, but 
the town’s Select Board first needed to hold a brief public 
meeting on August 23 to approve a Special, One Day 
Liquor License for ICJ Corp so it could serve alcoholic 
beverages at the event. 

Executive Assistant Donna Hemphill explained 
at that meeting that there was a last-minute change in 
bartenders, necessitating the special meeting of the board 
for the issuance of the license. 

There had been concern about the weather 
forecast going into last weekend, but in light of a 
promising afternoon, as noted by Select Board member 
Norm Hills, the town remained committed to Saturday as 
opposed to pushing the event to Sunday. 

“We've had that happen in past years as well, 
and I always find that we have better attendance on a 
Saturday,” Hemphill told the board. 

“How many times have I not gone fishing and 
it’s been fine, right?” asked Select Board member Randy 
Parker, agreeing with the decision to forge ahead on 
schedule. 

Due to town offices being closed on Labor Day, 
the next meeting of the Marion Select Board has been 
pushed to Wednesday, September 6, at 6:00 pm at the 
Police Station, where the board anticipates two public 
hearings for applications from Eversource to install an 
underground conduit and a utility pole.

century, shaping the city and the region into the 20" 
century.” From the forward written by Ken Hartnett for 
“Hometown,” a personal account and history of New 
Bedford written by its former mayor, John Bullard, and 
published by Spinner Publications. You shouldn’t be 
surprised to find the main character is New Bedford. 

Bullard’s name is synonymous with the 
revitalization of New Bedford’s seaport district along 
with other historical sites that this old, former industrial 
giant of a city called homeport. He is a native son in 
the true sense of the word, coming with long lineage to 
grandparents named Rotch. 

Age may have slowed Bullard down a bit, 
but he carries on connecting movers and shakers with 
one another to continue the work he began decades 
ago, bringing vibrant, economically rich assets to New 
Bedford. 

On August 26, the Rochester Plumb Library 
hosted Bullard, where he spoke extemporaneously for 
nearly an hour, sharing stories of his years working as 
mayor of New Bedford and building relationships with 
people near and far whose organizations might be able to 
improve New Bedford for all its diverse populations.

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The book itself is surprisingly heavy, weighing 
in at approximately two-plus pounds. It is laid out like a 
scholastic history book with wide pages covered in text 
and chapters that slowly build the story of Bullard’s work 
and the multitude of people with whom he worked. 

As a young man headed to college, Bullard said 
he didn’t have a clear pathway, no grand plan for what he 
should study or put his hand to. 

“I wasted two years of my parents’ tuition money 
drinking beer,” he shared. “I wondered, ‘how should I 
engage the world?’” 

A prolific reader, Bullard studied the words of 
Gandhi and Martin Luther King and embarked on what 
he thought would be a round-the-world trip by sea. But 
fate had other things waiting for the young man as he 
came to the conclusion, “I should go home. The light bulb 
went on, I should fix up my hometown.” Bullard would 
go on to take his place at studying architecture and city 
planning for which he received a degree. 

Bullard is the consummate public speaker, but 
his is a laid-back style, slowly building to the main point 
while entertaining the listener. We could have listened 
to him all day, as he wove tale after tale of his work 
and results with W.H.A.L.E. (waterfront historic area 
league), working with Sarah Delano rehabilitating the 
Zeiterion Theater (formerly the State Theater), running for 
mayor and winning in 1983, helping to establish NOAA 
(National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration) and 
being a board member of the Buzzards Bay Coalition. 

In the early days as a trailblazer for all things 
New Bedford, Bullard reached his hand out to all 
willing to put their shoulder to the work he identified as 
necessary for the immediate and long-range future of the 
small, struggling city. 

Bullard believes that for those to whom much is 
given, paying it forward should follow. He appreciates 
the comfortable upbringing and home he was born into. 
He has spent his adult life helping others either directly or 
indirectly. 

Among the many things Bullard has learned 
along the way, the health and well-being of the 
environment is at the top. He has studied and worked on

Bullard says that his time working with political 
leaders is nothing like what is happening today in 
Washington.

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Promoting inclusivity and acknowledging the human 
dignity of those afflicted and working to improve their 
quality of life is the end game of this centralized effort 
focusing on education and support for those with 
dementia and their caregivers.

While 
the inn was being built, the initials “T.I.” were carved in 
a stone shield over the entrance to the front door.

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1944. The name was changed to Our Lady’s Haven, and it 
became a skilled nursing and rehabilitation home for the 
elderly.

Some years ago, there was an art gallery in the 
building that once held the J.A. Hagen Toy Factory next 
to the old fire station across from the Cathay Temple 
restaurant. I worked in the factory one summer before 
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college. 

It was a summer of misery, working in front of 
100-degree ovens dressed in jeans and long-sleeve shirts 
covered with a rubber apron, standing in heavy rubber 
boots filled with liquid rubber that dripped down the 
apron, lifting heavy molds, enduring late nights on the 
second shift. But it supplied me with a wealth of stories I 
later wrote about. 

The woman who ran the art gallery was searching 
for stories about the toy factory. When I heard that, I 
kindly obliged her by sending her a copy of one of the 
columns. She contacted me - I lived away at the time - and 
asked if she could chat with me next time I was in town. 

As I walked into the gallery at the arranged date 
and time, surprise! There was an arrangement of chairs 
and a stool set up facing the group. I was expecting a 
casual chat, but it was clear a presentation was expected. 
Thad to think quickly. Good thing I studied storytelling in 
grad school. 

As invited guests settled in, I began my 
impromptu presentation with an anecdote. I told 
them that the last time I had been asked to speak in 
Mattapoisett was when I was a struggling artist; my first 
children’s book had just been published. I was invited to 
speak to third and fourth graders at Center School, my 
old elementary alma mater. I was honored to return ... as a 
“celebrity.” 

I should note that the week before my visit, 
Norman Bridwell, creator of “Clifford the Big Red Dog” 
children’s books, was the guest speaker. The week 
after me came Marc Brown, who created “Arthur the 
Aardvark” books. 

Both artists, neither of whom were struggling, 
were rich men with their own TV series and all the 
accompanying profits garnered from shrewdly marketing 
their cartoon characters across America. I, on the other 
hand, eventually became but a humble, public-school art 
teacher in a high school far away from here. 

In one of the classes I spoke to was a little red- 
headed sprite of a girl, sitting with her legs crossed in 
a circle of other diminutive third graders in the same 
classroom where I once sat. All those cute kids were 
attentively listening to me explain the ins and outs of 
illustrating a children’s storybook. 

Years later, as a member of a committee 
interviewing candidates for a recently vacated art teacher 
position, a freshly minted art school graduate bounced 
into the room with her portfolio eager to impress. She 
did and got the job. Later she told me she grew up in... 
Mattapoisett. Surprise! And, she had attended Center 
School. A coincidence indeed. 

I described the last time I was there, all those 
many years earlier. Again, to my surprise, and chagrin 
if you “mature” folks know what I mean, she said 
she remembered me. She said she remembered being 
fascinated with how I blended the colors and wondered 
how I did it. She now knew. 
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Could it be because of me she became an art 
teacher? I don’t think so, but who knows? I do know this: 
Every time I saw her, I was reminded of just how old 
I had become. There was another surprise. In addition 
to becoming a good teacher, she was a trained EMT. A 
valuable classroom neighbor at my “advanced” age. 

By the way, the presentation at the art gallery 
went off without a hitch. A couple of coworkers at the 
toy factory were there, and their memories covered my 
lapses. 

All’s well that ends well. That was a surprise.

Bauer Doggedly Determined to Create Park

Eight years ago, a 16-year-old Freemin Bauer was 
going to make a dog park in Mattapoisett his Eagle Scout 
project. 

“The head council, they were like, ‘it’s too much 
work, too much effort and it'll take too long,’ which I can 
see now why,” the 24-year-old said, recalling his teenage 
idealism. “For my actual project, I went to the Fairhaven 
dog shelter and fixed that place up and gave a bunch of 
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Stanton Foundation Grant funding for its 6-acre dog park. 
Freemin Bauer says Wareham’s dog park is several times 
larger than the one acre he would like to see dedicated for 
the purpose on Mattapoisett’s Holy Ghost Grounds. 

“I just want a little piece of land, one acre, not that 
much,” said Freemin Bauer. “It’s not like I’m asking for 
100 or a whole giant piece of the town, I’m just asking for 
a little piece of property so that dogs can run around off 
leash. They need that. You let them free, they run around, 
they have their freedom.” 

Following Wareham’s lead, Freemin Bauer 
describes the proposed layout for a dog park on the Holy 
Ghost Grounds to be oval shaped much like a horse ring. 
The entrance, he said, would have a “sally gate” so that 
if a dog escapes as another enters, the exiting dog would 
go no farther than the outer gate. The plan would include 
separation of large and small dogs and elderly dogs. 

More than 35 other Massachusetts municipalities 
are listed on the Stanton Foundation’s website as 
participants in the foundation’s Dog Park Program. 
Freemin Bauer is trying to make Mattapoisett the first of 
the Tri-Towns to participate. 

Survey results are anticipated by the middle 
of September, at which point the Select Board would 
presumably discuss the matter at its next public meeting. 
Residents can find the Holy Ghost Grounds survey online 
at Mattapoisett.net and mattrec.net, and hard copies are 
available at the Town Hall, Mattapoisett Library and the 
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Council on Aging. 


Phragmites Eradication Planned 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

There is no easy way to eradicate the nemesis of 
many coastal property owners — Phragmites. But mere 
mortals do try to curb this tenacious, rhizome-driven 
weed. 

On Monday night, the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission heard a Notice of Intent filing by Elizabeth 
Cannell of 5 Holly Woods Road. The applicant proposed 
a management plan for the eradication of phragmites in 
a bordering vegetated wetland, salt marsh, coastal beach 
and land subject to coastal-storm flowage. 

The plan, as described by members of LEC 
Engineering, included the use of a drip system to kill off 
the weeds preceded by cutting down the massive field, a 
process that would take two to five years and require the 
use of chemicals. After the first two years, a planting plan 
would be submitted to the commission for establishment 
of native plants and a report outlining the status of the 
process. 

While on the one hand, environmental agent 
Brandon Faneuf believed in the importance of removing 
phragmites whenever possible, the other hand was giving 
the thumbs down on the success of the project. Abutting 
Cannell’s property is another massive sea of phragmites 
on someone else’s property. Faneuf cast doubt on the 
success of the endeavor unless the neighbors are willing 
to perform a similar project on their waterside property. 

Commissioner David Nicolosi was concerned 
that shellfish beds nearby would be negatively impacted. 
Both he and Faneuf were in agreement that before the 
project begins, the contractor needs to provide details 
such as protocols, procedures and associated processes to 
the commission. The project was conditioned with that 
stipulation. 

A Request for Determination of Applicability was 
filed by Michael Smith, trustee of 6 Whaler’s Way, for the 
construction of a shed measuring 10x12 feet in a FEMA- 
mapped flood zone. The project received a Negative Box 
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2 decision with the stipulation that the shed be tied down 
using helical bracing. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, 
September 11, at 6:30 pm. 


New Blood Helps CIPC Overcome Losses 
Marion Capital Improvements Planning Committee

The Marion Capital Improvements Planning 
Committee has taken two big losses for the FY25 cycle 
about to commence, but its members were extremely 
impressed with the two candidates attending their public 
meeting on Tuesday night at the Police Station. 

Paul Naiman, who has chaired the CIPC for the 
past several years, has stepped down for the current 
cycle to deal with health issues according to member 
Steve Nojeim and former member Dick Giberti, who 
was recently informed that he, too, can no longer hold 
membership because it conflicts with his role as the 
town’s registrar of voters. 

The applicants’ attendance was the first of the 
prescribed steps toward membership on the committee. 
Janik took the opportunity to give each candidate the 
floor for extended introductions and questions, after 
which he acquainted them with the process that sees the 
committee collect information from department heads, 
consult with them on their capital requests and ultimately, 
prioritize Fiscal Year 2025 and 10-year-plan capital-project 
rankings for the consumption of the Finance Committee 
and Select Board. 

Givens, who was the keynote speaker for 
Marion’s 2022 Veterans Day observances at Old Landing, 
will add more military background to the town’s think 
tank. She and her husband were both on active duty in 
Washington state until moving to New England. Mandy 
serves full-time in the National Guard out of Otis Air 
Force Base. She told the CIPC she has worked for the 
federal government since age 18 and is now 36. 

“We've been involved in communities wherever 
we were living. A big reason why I ended up volunteering 
as the Veterans Day speaker, really and truly volunteering 
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is the name of our game,” said Givens, who has 
budgeting experience in the military but is eager to 
experience it from the municipal side. “It would be great 
to get exposure from a town’s perspective.” 

Marion made sense for Givens and her husband 
because it is centrally located between their baby 
daughter’s grandparents and their jobs. “We're not 
moving out of Marion anytime soon,” said Givens, who 
is interested at some point in a full-time position in local 
government. 

Barros is Givens’ neighbor. 

Watson’s credentials stunned the members, who 
are excited to get her perspective from her work in other 
communities. 

A 42-year Marion resident, Watson worked for 
Marion for 14 years as elected town clerk, treasurer and 
tax collector before taking a job in Barnstable, where 
she was treasurer 13 years and tax collector for 16 years. 
She retired last year and was on contract in Barnstable 
until June. She still serves as chairperson of Barnstable’s 
investment committee. 

Watson has chaired several committees in 
Marion, including the group that predated the CIPC. She 
chaired a 25-person committee tasked with organizing 
Marion’s 150" anniversary celebration in 2002, including 
42 different events within a week. She chaired the Marion 
Education Committee for 20 years. Her experience in 
Barnstable includes cap planning, working with the 
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Finance and Budget committees and did all the borrowing 
for the projects. Her work helped Barnstable achieve an 
AAA bond rating. 

Watson has also served as treasurer for two health 
groups and recently has worked as a consultant to North 
Attleboro, Plainville and Fairhaven. 

“T know the entire process because I’ve been 
involved with it on a bigger scale,” said Watson, who 
worked on Barnstable’s debt service on 85 different 
projects. “Whether it’s a small or big project, I know how 
it flows.” 

Janik suggested that Watson’s “biggest challenge 
is going to be the boundaries of how we handle (the 
process in) Marion.” 
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Hathaway Road 


Barros aigwested that Watson might have 
valuable insight for the questionnaire that the CIPC hands 
out to department heads at the start of the annual capital- 
planning process. Janik agreed, especially given the slow 
start to the FY25 cycle. 

While wholesale changes are not being 
entertained for this cycle, the CIPC is paying close 
attention to either candidate’s criticisms of their forms. 

Janik shared with the candidates the hard-copy 
forms that are annually distributed to department heads 
and discussed the many mitigating factors that can 
influence capital-project rankings, especially funding. 

“We're a planning committee ... we’re here to help 
the department heads think through ... not willy-nilly ... 
not just this year but up to 10 years,” he said. “By them 
planning better, the town can get a better feel of what 
their capital needs are going to be.” 

By definition, a capital expense could be a project, 
a piece of equipment or a study, the key being reaching 
$10,000. Staffing does not count, and some items repeat 
often enough to fall under operational budget. 

“The reason why it still works,” said Barros, 

“out of the, say, 30 projects that you’re ranking, those are 
consistent to you, then you get an aggregate.” 

Janik considers the process less a consensus and 
more so a calculation. 

“The Finance Committee and (Finance Director) 
Judy (Mooney) actually use that ranking very, very 
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seriously. They say, ‘it’d be ridiculous if we didn’t use it, 
said Giberti. 

Janik hopes for the CIPC to meet on two 
Wednesdays per month through November, then after 
the holidays, the committee will have all its information 
to rank capital requests, then meet to share and calculate 
those rankings and finally, write a letter to the FinCom 
and Select Board. 

In the immediate, Janik will seek to get the CIPC’s 
recommendation of Givens and Watson as new CIPC 
members on the agenda for Wednesday’s (September 6) 
Select Board meeting. 

The next public meeting of the Marion Capital 
Improvements Planning Committee will be scheduled for 
Wednesday, September 13, pending the availability of a 
meeting place. 


Variance Request Continued 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Rochester’s Zoning Board of Appeals still hasn’t 
changed its mind about a requested variance of the town’s 
40-foot minimum setback requirement for an existing 
pool shed at 2 Bishop Road that it had previously cast 
doubts about approving. On August 24, the board ended 
up repeating the same message, leading to a further 
continuance to September 28. 

Consulting engineer John Romanelli had said 
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at the previous ZBA meeting that the 12x16-foot shed at 

2 Bishop Street is less than 40 feet from 0 Bishop Street 
because he made a mathematical error when drawing 

the lot lines. Now the owner of 0 Bishop, Mark Wilson, 
wants to sell his vacant lot and needs his parcel to be 

a legally conforming size. But the pool shed owned by 
his client, Logan Smith, 2 Bishop Road, is massive, filled 
with electrical and plumbing infrastructure and would be 
difficult to move to make the lots conform. 

On August 24, Romanelli proposed as a solution 
moving the lot lines of 2 Bishop Road by 10.1 feet to make 
the lot less nonconforming. He speculated that he would 
have to gain Planning Board approval first if that is the 
solution the Zoning panel would endorse. 

Board members replied they were not ready to 
endorse anything. ZBA Chairman David Arancio said the 
problem remains that it is a self-created hardship and that 
the board would find it hard to grant a variance for sucha 
case. 

ZBA member Richard Cutler asked if anything 
on the 2 Bishop Street lot besides the pool infrastructure 
would prevent the property owner from moving the shed 
from its current location. The property owner’s wife, 
Rebecca Smith, said the shed is on a concrete slab that 
covers underground plumbing for the pool. “It would be 
extremely difficult and inconvenient to move it,” she said. 

Cutler explained that to qualify for a variance, 
there would have to be something on the lot that would 
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help or hinder a plan from happening. Board member 
Jeffrey Costa said he has sympathy for the petitioners, but 
the analytical side of him tells him something different. 
“It’s not my problem,” he said. “It’s self-created. I can’t 
vote on (a lot-line problem) that doesn’t exist yet.” 

Board member Thomas Flynn put it more bluntly. 
“State law is harsh toward granting a variance if you 
caused the problem yourself,” he said. 

Romanelli then requested the continuance, and 
the board granted it unanimously. 

Earlier on the agenda, Arancio noted it appears 
Town Planner Nancy Durfee’s recent proposal to create 
an informal bylaw review study group will not happen, 
according to input from Town Counsel. As a result, the 
ZBA agreed to form its own bylaw review subcommittee. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson then 
described starting the type of bylaw study work that 
Durfee had wanted to see her own proposed group 
take on. Johnson said he, Building Commissioner Paul 
Boucher and Durfee have already begun discussion on 
Zoning Bylaw revisions regarding “in-law accessory 
apartments” and “back-lot development” regulations. He 
said he will share these revisions with the Zoning panel 
as the new subcommittee begins its bylaw review work. 
He noted all the town boards need to work together on 
such an important undertaking. “And keep the flow of 
information going,” he said. 

The Zoning panel agreed to form the

Planting Island House Gets High Marks 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals was duly 

impressed with the proposal for a new house in place of 
an old one on Planting Island and voted unanimously 
during its August 24 meeting to grant Elizabeth and 
Christopher Karvonen a Special Permit under Chapter 
230-6.1c1 and 230-6.1cla to demolish and reconstruct 
a residence at 56 East Avenue. The property is zoned 
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nonconforming condition. The original house was within 
14.1 feet of the street, and the proposal is for a 15.8-foot 
setback. The existing garage is 12.8 feet from the lot line, 
and Saltonstall proposed the garage would sit 13.8 feet 
from the same line. He noted that the roof overhang is 
calculated in those measurements, as required by the 
bylaw. 

Saltonstall explained that the applicants bought 
the house in 2014 and had used it as a summer home but 
are now planning to live there full time. As a result, the 
Karvonen’s propose razing the existing, three-bedroom 
house and building a larger, three-bedroom house with a 
detached garage. 

“They hired us to explore expanding the existing 
dwelling, which is kind of a modest cottage, and after a 
pretty rigorous exploration of that, we decided in the end 
that the structure didn’t merit that kind of investment,” 
said Saltonstall, whose mission was redirected toward 
designing a replacement home. 

Saltonstall said the new house will have two 
floors but has been designed with cross gables so as not 
to be as imposing as some other new houses recently 
constructed on Planting Island. 

The other variance would allow the proposed 
increase in height of greater than 10% of the original 
house (18.4 feet.) The new house would be 29 feet high, a 
37% increase in height. 

“But again, that’s not a big box that’s that high,” 
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said Saltonstall. “At the highest point, the structure’s there, 
but again, we’ve worked hard to be considerate of scale and 
proportion of the ... proposed house. ... I think it’s going to 
be very consistent with the streetscape on either side.” 

The Karvonen’s also own the abutting lot to the 
west and according to Saltonstall, have reached out to all of 
their abutters but without a lot of specific responses. 

The property, he said, “kisses the edge of the flood 
zone but it’s actually a high lot for Planting Island, so it’s ... 
actually not in the coastal flood zone, it just kisses the edge 
of the ‘A’ zone.” 

The lot is connected to a Title 5 septic system that 
Saltonstall said is intended for continued use (Marion has a 
bylaw requiring a septic upgrade to include denitrification 
technology in all new constructions that is vetted by the 
Board of Health.) 

Two abutters indicated concern regarding the 
tree line that could be impacted, but both applauded the 
design’s effort to reflect favorably on the neighborhood. 

Callow said she has received several calls regarding 
the emerging concerns regarding short-term rentals, 
including Air BnB’s and suggested that the ZBA should be 
knowledgeable on the subject. 

The Planning Board is currently formulating a 
draft for a new bylaw to address recent complaints among 
residents. According to Tifft, the town raises taxes by 5% for 
leases under 30 days. 

The ZBA heard from Jeff Doubrava, who indicated 
interest in joining the ZBA as an alternate member. Callow 
acknowledged having worked with Doubrava when she 
was a member of the Conservation Commission, on which 
Doubrava still serves. 

A chemical consultant for the past 20 years, 
Doubrava told the ZBA he is partially retired and will fully 
retire next year. He plans on living in Marion full-time 
for the rest of his life. He also serves as chairman of the 
Community Preservation Committee. 

The ZBA agreed to recommend Doubrava to the 
Select Board for alternate membership. 

Pending more information, the ZBA offered no 
comment to the Planning Board on two matters: the site- 
plan application at 1 Island Wharf and regarding a special- 
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permit request at 0 Luce Avenue. 
Without scheduled cases, the ZBA did not set its 
next public meeting. 


Marion Surpasses 20% in Energy Reduction 
Marion Energy Management Committee

What had been an arduous quest measuring 
progress in nickels and dimes has rather suddenly became 
reality for the Town of Marion, as member Bill Saltonstall 
reported to the Energy Management Committee on 
Monday night that the town has surpassed the state- 
prescribed goal of 20% in energy reduction. 

“It sets us up for a somewhat more generous 
consideration for our requests for grant monies from 
Green Communities. ... We couldn’t do it in a five-year 
period but appear to be there in the sixth year,” said 
Saltonstall, who traced the progress to approximately 24% 
reduction to the installation of heat pumps that replaced 
oil-burning furnaces in three municipal buildings this 
year. 

Supply-chain problems blamed on the COVID-19 
pandemic had delayed the delivery of those appliances in 
prior years. 

“A lot of towns started the very first year of Green 
Communities (2008) and have yet to reach their 20%,” 
said EMC member Alanna Nelson. 

The statewide initiative offers grant funding 
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that incentivizes towns to upgrade municipal buildings, 
facilities and infrastructure primarily by going electric in 
lieu of fossil fuels. 

Prior to this sixth-year rally in energy savings, 
Marion had plateaued at approximately 18% reduction. 
Saltonstall was the point person for research that, for 
instance, led to an upgrade in Marion’s streetlights to LED 
bulbs and a 49% cost savings. Overall, the town has cut 
its kilowatt-hour electricity consumption roughly in half, 
from 109,387 kWh when it joined Green Communities in 
2017 to 55,514 kWh in 2023. 

Saltonstall reported that Marion has reduced 
energy use in its municipal buildings by 29% and in 
open-space areas by 3%. Savings on electric vehicles 
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reduced the amount of gasoline and diesel consumption 
by 29%. Water and sewer pump stations reduced energy 
consumption by 9%. 

The EMC voted to distribute Saltonstall’s 
worksheet to the attending reporters at Monday’s public 
meeting at the Police Station. 

Saltonstall was also happy to report that a 
Zoom meeting with EMC member Jennifer Francis, 

Town Administrator Geoff Gorman and the company 
PowerOptions yielded new information that with 
verification, “may make it easier for solar projects.” 

Pending corroboration from Town Counsel, it 
seems the net-metering calculations that have held Marion 
back fall under a different program and do not need to be 
tallied up in the way the EMC had been. “We have a lot of 
questions about that, but it’s going to free us up to do a lot 
of projects in solar,” said Saltonstall. 

Similarly, EMC member Tom Friedman has been 
corresponding with Green Skies Energy, a company 
that does municipal projects. Friedman was given the 
go-ahead to send Green Skies Energy Marion’s three 
proposed solar locations. 

Likewise, the EMC determined by meeting’s end 
that it needs to decide which municipal building to target 
and recommend to Gorman that the town pursue it for a 
solar project. 

“I think we have to do it in writing and start the 
ball rolling,” said Saltonstall, who will work with fellow 
Nelson and Francis on a draft letter to bring back to the 
committee’s next public meeting for approval. 

As a parking-lot canopy, the Cushing Community 
Center is recognized as a relatively large solar project on 
the committee’s wish list, while the Police Station (roof 
panels) is considered the smallest. 

“I don’t want to stuff this down their throat if 
they’re not interested. These canopies are high, the low 
point would permit trucks 14 or 15 feet high to drive 
through. They’ re low structures,” said Saltonstall. 

Citing the needs for the aged to avoid direct 
sunlight, especially for sustained periods of time, EMC 
member Eileen Marum recommended a solar canopy at 
Cushing. “Seniors participating in activities would be 
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protected from the elements,” said Marum. “I think there 
are more advantages than disadvantages. ... It keeps the 
place cooler.” 

Saltonstall noted that the deteriorating parking lot 
outside the Cushing Community Center requires major 
renovation that could delay a solar-canopy construction 
for years. 

The EMC is looking for a definitive conclusion 
to its efforts to put a solar project atop the landfill at the 
Benson Brook Transfer Station. 

Nelson told the committee there will be a meeting 
next week with the Cape & Vineyard Electric Cooperative 
(CVEC.) Nelson said, if negotiations with the currently 
interested developer fall apart, the project would go back 
out to bid. “It would be good to expedite that decision,” 
said Saltonstall. Nelson said she will tell CVEC that the 
EMC wants an expedient solution. 

EMC Chairman Christian Ingerslev said that if the 
project is considered a problem, the committee should not 
throw out the idea but rather formulate a new proposal. 

The EMC is researching solar scenarios 
at Sippican Elementary School and the proposed 
Harbormaster Department headquarters at Island Wharf, 
but Saltonstall’s latest look at the Marine Center plans left 
him pessimistic about a roof-solar project. He said he saw 
nothing in the plans about heating, air conditioning or 
solar. 

“I just say we scrap that whole building and put 
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a trailer there. When we get a hurricane, pull the trailer 
out,” said Marum. 

The Marine Center plans call for renovation of the 
existing, grade-level bathrooms, but Saltonstall likes the 
idea of replacing the permanent structures with a portable 
system. 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for Monday, 
September 25, at 6:00 pm at the Police Station.

Merry Christmas Mr. Lawrence (1983). Starring David 
Bowie and Ryuichi Sakamoto. Directed by Nagisa 
Oshima. Running time: 123 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 
Available on physical and streaming home media. 

Celebrating the 40th anniversary of its American 
release on September 2, Nagisa Oshima’s Merry Christmas 
Mr. Lawrence seems even more melancholy these days. 

Its two pop stars turned actors are no longer weaving 
their magic; David Bowie returned to his home planet in 
2016, Ryuichi Sakamoto (who also composed the film’s 
searching score) left us in March of this year. The movie 
unfolds during World War II, on the Japanese-held island 
of Java, where stands a grubby POW camp. The camp’s 
commander is Captain Yonoi (Sakamoto), slim and 
elegant and young and beautiful; his English equivalent 
is the newly arriving prisoner Major Jack Celliers (Bowie), 
also slim, elegant, young and beautiful. This might be a 
love story for the ages if not for its setting. Then again, 
maybe it is anyway. 

Though the film opens with a kerfuffle involving 
a Korean prisoner who apparently tried to have his way 
with a Dutch prisoner, it’s not so much about repressed 
homosexuality (although that’s in the mix) as about 
diametrically opposed forces that have more in common 
than not. The Mr. Lawrence of the title is prisoner Col. 
John Lawrence (Tom Conti), who speaks fluent Japanese 
and has struck up something of a friendship with the 
camp Set. Hara (Takeshi Kitano). These two men reach 
towards each other, grateful for the opportunity to relate 
as men and not as soldier/ prisoner. I wouldn’t say 
Oshima avoids homoeroticism so much as indulges it in a 
sidewise manner — Celliers grinning as he eats a flower, 
and so on. Really, the movie pits beauty against brutality, 
nature against the death machines war tries to make out 
of men. 

It’s an exceptionally odd film, with more dialogue 
about physical frailty and moral guilt than you’d expect. 
Roger Ebert was nonplussed by the war between the 
movie's two acting styles — the mumbly, sardonic British 
and the shouty, severe Japanese. (Bowie said Oshima 
micromanaged everything the Japanese actors did, but 
left the British actors more or less to themselves.) But 
one of the contrasting forces here is the difference in 
repression; neither the Japanese nor the British generally 
have the language to express what they’re feeling. (The 
face of the typical blustery, get-on-with-it British soldier 
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is Jack Thompson as the POWs’ commander, until Yonoi 
wants to replace him with Celliers.) There’s a longish 
flashback in which Celliers reveals his secret shame, 

that he protected his disabled little brother, but only up 
to a point. The Japanese and the British have different 
languages, different cultures surrounding shame, and 
their seeming to share a weird Venn overlap of psychic 
land, wherein shame is the common subset, is part of the 
point. 

Oshima lets Tom Conti deliver the movie's 
message, that nobody was right and everyone got 
dominated by brutal authority. (Conti seems to bring 
that same queasy wisdom into Oppenheimer as Albert 
Einstein.) The acting is mainly performed at a pitch of 
extremes. Yonoi and Celliers stare at each other across 
many kinds of no man’s land. Human connections 
between the groups, when made at all, are fleeting and 
almost abstruse. Hara has a bluff, affable relationship with 
Lawrence; he gets tanked on sake and gives Celliers and 
Lawrence a reprieve from death, because someone else 
was tortured into confessing to the offense (smuggling a 
radio into camp) and, hey, it’s Christmastime. 

Christmas, of course, hits differently in Japan 
than in the Western world; it’s a secular day meant for 
families to get together. The final image finds Hara, his 
smile taking up half the frame, reiterating his yuletide 
wishes to Lawrence, as per the title. Oshima probably isn’t 
saying anything as simple as that Hara and Lawrence, and 
Yonoi and Celliers, are part of the same family of man. 
We're free to imagine how these men might have greeted 
each other in another time and place. They seem to see 
themselves in one another, and vice versa. Merry Christmas 
Mr. Lawrence acquires depth and emotional scope the 
more you dwell on it, and it’s very much designed (to 
be honest, it’s borderline poky) so that we can dwell on 
it. It gets at the way soul-sickening self-recrimination 
can be a bridge to someone else’s common guilt. Put a 
corresponding political layer over all that — Japan and 
Britain facing their own sins of empire — and we have a 
true forgotten great film.

sons certain swamp lands. He left his wife, as long as she 
remained his widow “the use of all the rest of his estate 
and in any event the use of one third thereof for her life, 
together with $500.00. 

As a concerned father, he saw to the future of his 
three daughters. His will states,” to them (the daughters) 
and their heirs as tenants in common, all the residue 
and remainder of my estate, real and personal, so long 
as they shall remain sole and unmarried, and if either 
of them should marry, my will is that those who remain 
single shall have the portion so devised to the one who is 
marrying”. 

The will went on to explain what money would 
change hands in the event of any marriage. However, 
these clauses were never enacted as for some reason, none 
of the three daughters, Charlotte, Julia and Eugenia ever 
married. Julia and Charlotte died “testate” which meant 
all the real estate and any interests went to their surviving 
sister, Eugenia. She carried on living in the home and 
maintaining the farm with the help of George H. Silveira, 
her “tenant, a Portuguese who had been in her employ 
for many years”. It was to this man, often referred to as 
the “hired man” that she left the farm, homestead and the 
bulk of her personal property in her 1901 will. 

The Haskell heirs in their attempt to overthrow 
the will made the argument that the daughters were only
